square even to warrant the pity.

The reason? Crirket had died a lingering, painful death during the Farmland 
lour ol Australia two seasons ago. 

Then the spectator game had become Mi dull even [he villiferous bai'tackers 
on the Sydney Cricket Ground ''Hill" were Ion bored to yell. 

As cricketers went to sleep at the wicket, barrackcrs also joined in the shui- 
eye. And alter a few days of ibis, they decided it was cheaper and more comfort- 
able 10 sleep at home or on the beach. 

There were a few bright patches, And an occasional sign of the old-fashioned 
Test lever thai belonged 10 the Bradman era. 

Hut somehow the percentage of workers who thought ihat seeing the game 
was important enough to make excuses to the boss ahout being absent for a 
grandmother's funeral became fewer, 

Sinee tin- Ku^lanri Iram's visit, international rrickel controversies about throw- 
ing the hall and other technicalities have done little to encourage a revival of 
interest. 

And I bat — drspile ihe fact thai Australia's Test team is due tn leave for an 
Faiglish tour within weeks — was the duldrum Male of cricket in this country 
when the Witulics arrived on the scene. 

It look Frank Worrell and his hrjgadr nnly a few matrhes tn put lile hack 
into the game and tn mnke Australia's waning cricket lam sit up, lake notice, 
and auk for more. 

For here was a team of cricketers who loved the game as a game: as learn 
who played 10 win, bui who didn't ever Forget it was still just a game. And to 
them a game mum always bj- hriglu and entertaining. 

They've carried this spirit right into Test matches and the crowns — always 
bigger lb. in anticipated — have revelled in the broad-shouldrrrd balling, fiery 
bowling, and grandstand appeal. Televised play has madr thousands of converts. 

And in this least of cricket, Australia's players have proved that they, too, 
know that ihe game has iu bright moments. They jun needed 10 have their . 
nirmnriri joggrd. 

If these memories remain with thi-m dining the tiip 10 England later this 
year, and il they can encourage I'lUttlaud's players 10 adopt ihe same dashing 
approach In ihe game. ■ rirket lever will reriainly he bi rr id stay.

PLANTING SPRING 



% Now is the time to start planning your 
spring bulb garden. This 7-page supple- 
ment gives advice on choice of bulbs and 
detailed instructions on planting and care. 






FROM mid- February planting to bulb-flowering seema a long time 
But those fat bulbs that hold spring colors deep inside are already 
appearing on nursery shelves, and experienced gardeners know that they 
must be planted early. , 

A bulb needs a period of mid during its dormant months if ir is to flower writ. 

You ran hasten the rluwering 'prriod by putting bulbs in the refrigerator for 
a tirfir (this u a favorite trick of florists who nerd (o force ihem fnr rarlv bloom), 
but by far the most satisfactory treatment is to gel them into the garden before 
the first autumn chills arrive, 

l"he bulbs mentioned and illustrated in these pages ran be grnwn in all pnrEs 
of Australia, though gardeners in far North Queensland probably know :iJrrady 
that ihey'll need very special rare. 

Jn Brisbane and even in part* of Sydney tulip* and hyacinths can he chancy. 
The best plare tn plant thrm in their cities is on the south side of a house or 
fence, where ihey'll be protected from the sun until the flowers are almost open. 
Otherwise the tender shoots are likely to scorch arid wither. 

Gardeners in these cities may even prefer to grow their bulbs hi large tubs, 
keep them in the shade till flowering time, and move them when almost in 
flower. 

The firsl important rule with bulbs is to select them carefully. 

Undersized bulb* cannot flower, simply because they're too young. Nothing 
you can do in the way of culture will help them flower the first season. 

Crorui bulbs should be at least { inrh across — grape hyacinths ihe same. 
Ordinary hyacinths should be about I* inrhes ihrough. 

Moil varieties of daffodils and jonquil* and snowdrops up tn 1} inches — 
tulips even larger 

Your nurseryman will help you select bulbs of the right size to flower this year. 
Deride where you are going, to plant your bulbs. 

Plant five, ten, or twenty in a bunch, all of the same variety or color. This 
makes u easier to find them when you want (o move them after flowering, and 
guarantees you a far better spring show. There's always the possibility thai one 
or two will not flower, but you'll never notice in a group. 

Plant ihr smaller ones in groups in front of your shrubs . . . plant bluebells and 
jonquils in your lawn, by some trees. (The, grass isn't going to grow during the 
winter, anyway, so you won't have mowing problems. Later you can rut ihem 
back and mow as usual.} 

Put tall bulbs (like Spanish iris) farther back in thp bed where you ran stake 
them later. For detailed instruction! on how to plant bulbs, see Planting Chart 
in this section. 

When you've settled the bulbs where you want them, it's a good jdra to put 
a small stake in the middle of the group. Some of them may not be up for three 
months or more, and it's easy to forget and put a fork right through ibem. 

There's no need to leave the bed empty. The boll* are deep down, and many 
small surface rooting annuals can be planted right on top without harming them 
at all. Try sweet alke, violas,, or Virginian stock, in colors which will contrast 
with the bulbs you have planted. 

Wait for the bulbs to come up themselves and don't disturb them .on the way 
up. You may damage the precious flower shoots, and rememher, every bulb 
is going to produce only one for each season. 

When the bulbs have finished flowering, leave them in the ground until the 
foliage dies away — that's part of the natural ripening process. 

Then lift and store them in a cool dark place away from pests to ensure 
maximum-size flowers for ihe following year. 

If you leave them in the ground the bulbs wiU multiply, but in doing so some 
of them will lie hound to skip is flowering season.

"Identity or distinctive character." 

One good trick in sorting out your 
own Personality is to fire some rapid 
questions at yourself: 

"Who am I?" you ask yourself.

* riptive sentence*. 

"I'm a schoolgirl. Tall, dark, laugh- 
nii <;<'od ryes, straight hair " 

Immediately wr see a picture ol a 
twrsonality. not just a cold grey statue. 
Hie girl may not be beautiful, we don't 
know that much, but she's ALIVT.. 

So different fiom "Mary Jones, 
mostly, timid, dumpy." 

It's obvious that the laughing girl 
who already sounds vis-id even with- 
out a name) is going lo attract all the 
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good things of lile effortlessly, while 
poor Mary will have to carry the 
bricks. 

"Sunny, dependable, home-loving" 
makes an interesting picture of a t)oy 
or girl who could lie very good com- 
pany. He may not set the harbor on 
fire, hut he sounds real, be has a special 
personality, not a shadowy vagueness. 

All of us are really like coins — with 
two sides. One side shows the private, 
interior person, where imagination in- 
dividuality, and intelligence dwell. 

The other side is the one that flips 
up most often in public — rather more 
conventional and moulded lo suit puh- 
lir opinion. 

It's the subtle blending and mixing 
of the characters pit each side of the 
coin who'll makes one person different 
from another, lhat gives Personality. 

And this is where Humility is added 
to the recipe. Just a dash of it so that 
we don't let our individuality run wild 
and rampant, overbearing and demand- 
ing. 

I lead somewhere: "Though we de- 
velop our individuality to its highest 
polential, we must always respect ntheni 
and be Immhlr enough lo realise lhat 
ai human brings we are all subject to 
error and greed. 

"There is much we do not know — 
and in the vast cosmos of creation we 
are all minor and equal . . . and all 
of us on earth are related." 

Rathrr a weighty thought, but it 
seems lo make sense. 

And you do find, all over the place, 
people who have let their Personalities 
run amuck. 

At the supermarket you're served onr 
day by ihe girl who hurls your goods 
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dawn the counter till the rice bursts 
open and the bulter is dented. 

Next day you're served by the lass 
who handles your goods with care. 

You don't know their names, so you 
calf them The Savage One and The 
Nice One. Quite unknown to them- 
selves, they've earned themselves per- 
sonalities. One has earned a poor one, 
ihe other a good one. 

If only they knew it, they've earned 
n-pulalions in miniature. The first girl 
has to live hers down if she's going 
to be a success. The second girl has a 
head start on her. 

Let's analyse the ingredients of Per- 
sonality:
